The case of W hite 
was ap p ealed to the local circu it cou rt, 
which is exp ected to ru le in fav or of 
O’H arra, becau se of the law, which 
says th at it is im p ossible to go behind 
the retu rn s on a v oting m achine, and 
th e m atter will then be taken to the 
sta te su p rem e court. 
The case is a strange one, in which 
a m an actu ally defeated, bu t technical­ 
ly elected, may be p erm itted to serv e 
for two years as sheriff of the county. 
Som ething was wrong with the v oting 
m achine in Precinct 5, in Muncie, at 
th e recent election, ns a resu lt of 
which 100 m ore v otes w ere cast there 
for the office of sheriff than there 
w ere v oters v oting, and O’H arra ap ­ 
p arently receiv ed the extra 100 v otes. 
This gav e him a nom inal p lu rality of j 
elev en v otes in the county, while he 
was actu ally defeated by eighty-nine 
v otes according to the general belief.

Peculiar Conditions of The Weather 


Said to be Cause— Needed Heav­ 


ier Frosts. 


Indiana corn of the crop of 19 10 
seems to be undesirable from 
the 
dealer’s standpoint at this late stage 
of the game. It was thought after 
Thanksgiv ing that the corn in Indi­ 
ana would be in a fit condition to ship, 
but this failed to be the case. 
The corn is v ery green and soft at. 
this time of the y ear. This is a v ery 
unusual occurrence, and can only be 
ex plained by the 
peculiar 
season 
which produced it. At the first of the 
season, ju^t after the com crop was 
planted, there was no rain 
and 
the 
crop was stunted. 
At that time old 
residents, men who had raised com 
in this section of Indiana for forty 
y ears, said that the crop would be in 
an absolute failure. 
They 
claimed 
that corn could not grow 
without 
rain, and that there had been no rain 
to produce a crop. 
Later in the season there was plen­ 
ty of rain and it was then predicted 
that the crop would freeze out in an 
early fall. The early fall did not ma­ 
terialize, according 
to 
predictions, 
and as a result there is a ecru crop 
which came too late for use at this 
time in the season. 
It is thought by 
grain buy ers that the crop will be in 
I shape to >hip by December 1st or De­ 
cember 15th at the latest.

IS G RO W IN G P IP E S. 


(Co lu mb u s Rep u b lican .) 
George E. Ellis, of this city , wanted 
a calabash pipe for some time, but he 
considered the price of these pipes 
prohibitiv e and decided to grow some 
of his own. lie raised a crop of cala­ 
bashes during the past 
season and 
has fitted up two perfect specimens 
of the calabash pipe. 
The calabash is a member of the 
gourd family ,, and the gourds grow in 
the shape cf a bull-dog pipe. 
After 
a calabash of the proper size is clean­ 
ed out, a bit fittted and a bowl insert­ 
ed it is ready for tobacco and a 
match, and pipe smokers declare that 
a calabash giv es a better smoke than 
any other kind of a pipe. The gourds 
are porous and take a color as well 
or better than meerschaum. 
Numerous pipe men told Mr. Ellis 
that the calabash grutrds could not be 
grown in this country , but he thought 
he would try an ex periment and wrote 
to the 
agricultural 
department 
at 
Washington for some seed. 
The de­ 
partment sent some seed and instruc­ 
tions how to grow them. Mr Ellis fol­ 
lowed the directions and had a good 
crop. 
Some of the v ines grew to be 
thirty feet in length. 
The depart­ 
ment also sends out a pamphlet telling 
how to make pipes from the calabash­ 
es and Mr. Ellis followed these in­ 
structions in fashioning his pipes. 
In the pipe stores calabash pipes 
sell from $6 to $10 and $15 apiece.
